Girl Hiker Attacked 
Santa Anita Canyon 

A very regrettable Incident oc¬ 
curred Thursday afternoon in 
Santa Anita Canyon when Miss 
Eleanor M. Gorton, 20, of 383 El 
Encanto Dr., Pasadena, was at¬ 
tacked and Waldo O. Stump, 41, 
who has a medical discharge from 
the army, is under arrest charged 
with assault with a deadly 
weapon. ^ 

Miss Gorton is a PJC graduate 
and Lockheed aircraft worker and 
went blcvcllng alone Into the 
Canyon. She left her wheel at the 
Ranger station and hiked up the 
trail. After walking about two 
miles she came upon a man wear¬ 
ing a khaki army fatigue Jacket 
and asked him where she could 
get a drink of water and he led 
her to a spring where he at¬ 
tempted to force his attentions 
upon her. She fought him and in 
the struggle suffered head lacera¬ 
tions, a dislocated tooth and num¬ 
erous bodily bruises and abrasions. 

Miss Gorton pleaded with her 
assailant and finally persuaded 
him to let her go and apparently 
remorseful, he bathed her wounds 
with water from the spring and 
she made her way to the Ranger 
station and was taken to St. 
Luke’s hospital for treatment. 

Officers found Stump at Clark’s 
Half Wav House where he Is em¬ 
ployed and he was tAken to the 
Los Angeles county jail. 

This incident should serve as a 
definite warning to parents not to 
allow their young people to go 
into the mountains alone. All par¬ 
ents and young people should 
know that such things can hap¬ 
pen. They are quite rare in Sier¬ 
ra Madre but they can and do 
occur.

Wherever the Army 
Goes Mail Follows 

There are good reasons why all 
mail service from overseas Is 
speedier than the service In the 


opposite direction, Ninth Service 
Command officials pointed out to¬ 
day. 

The matter of delayed delivery 
of mall addressed to persons over¬ 
seas is explained many times a 
day by the Army’s efficient pos¬ 


tal service. The most important 
factor in delay, they say, is the 
rapid advance and constant shift¬ 
ing of our troops. 

Letters destined for overseas, 
therefore, usually must go 
through the directory service to 
locate the addressee. Their letters 
home are delivered to a fixed ad¬ 
dress. 

Mail is dispatched at regular 
intervals. However, on either 
side of an ocean it must wait for 
transportation and daily letters 
will accumulate as long as the 
mail must be held for a ship. 

Air mail too must wait. If 
planes are available, the oldest 
air mail is shipped. When a fast 
surface vessel is about to make a 
journey, sufficient letters, includ¬ 
ing delayed air-mail letters, are 
carried to clear the backlog. As 
a consequence, letters mav not 
arrive in sequence. Air-mail dis¬ 
patches immediately following 
such surface shipments will reach 
the addressee ahead of older let¬ 
ters. 

Personnel abroad are being ad¬ 
vised to encourage their corre¬ 
spondents at home to use V-mail. 
V-mail always moves by air, is 
faster and, above all, eliminates 
usage of valuable cargo space. 

Every effort is made to deliver 
mail to overseas hospitals speed¬ 
ily. However, evacuation to a 
hospital means mail must be for¬ 
warded from an original organ¬ 
ization. This may be complicated 
by another series of transfers un¬ 
til the patient reaches a perma¬ 
nent hospital and can send his 
new address for direct communi¬ 
cation. 

Mail from home, even a few 
lines a day, is the greatest mo¬ 
rale builder in the world. Keep 
those letters coming, and try to 
understand the delay in receiving 
replies, is the advice of the Army 
post service. 

It may take time, but wherever 
the Army goes, the mail follows.

YOUR GARDEN 


For a Good Home 
Cooked Meal 


RHUBARB: "Pie Plant," we used 
to call it. Now that I do not have 
time to bake pies, I just stew it 
up with sugar and it goes over 
big that way at our table. I won¬ 
der if everyone knows how easy 
it is to grow your own Rhubarb. 
You just plant divided roots and 
with moderate care they will de¬ 
velop into large, stocky ornamen¬ 
tal plants, tint will produce 
through the year many thick- 
leaf stems that can be cooked. 
Six plants should be ample for 
most families. The giant winter 
varieties that are now offered for 
sale will produce food all the 
year around. 

KIG TREES: The best all-around 
Fig for Sierra Madre is the 
Brown Turkey Fig. It always 
produces an abundance of large 
juicy fruit. The Kadota Fig leads 
in the white varieties. 

Both of these varieties should 
be heavily pruned now. Cut back 
last year’s growth to within two 
buds' of the base of the branch. 
These two buds will make 
branches for the coming year and 
the fruit is produced on this new 
wood. All Fig trees are not 
pruned this way but this is the 
method for pruning Brown Turkey 
and White Kadota Figs. 
PRUNING FRUIT TREES: We 
get lots of calls for experienced 
pruners. But of course we do not 
have the men now to send out. so 
we recommend the book, "How 
to Prune Fruit Trees.” by Martin. 
It illustrates each kind of fruit 
tree with a diagram showing how 
and where to cut. It also takes 
in Grapes and Berries. With this 
book and a few essential tools, 
anyone can do their own pruning.

Uur trains are longer and schedules are slower now. 
Space is hard to get. People frequently have to stand in 
line to buy tickets or to get into the dining car. In short, 
our service isn’t what it was before the war. 

The main reason is, of course, that our volume of pas¬ 
senger traffic is five times that of 1940, with just about 
the same number of cars we had then. And, like every¬ 
body else, we are short of help. 

However, this company is determined not to just give 
up and blame everything on the war. Wherever possible 
we have taken aggressive steps to lessen the difficulties 
of wartime travel. For example: 

1 Our “train assignment plan” for coach passengers 
“ has to a large extent eliminated overcrowding and 
standing on our long-distance trains. We endeavor 
to sell only as many seats as are on the train, and 
each passenger gets a reservation slip. 

2 “Passenger aides,” capable trained women, have 
been stationed on long-distance S. P. coach trains. 
They assist women traveling with children, help pre¬ 
pare “formulas” for the babies, aid the aged and 
infirm, and perform other services to make the 
journey as comfortable as possible for everyone. 


3 In spite of the shortage of help, we have greatly ex¬ 
panded telephone reservation bureaus, increased our 
forces handling reservations, and devised new reser¬ 
vation systems, which are constantly reviewed. The 
situation is not perfect, but it is much better than 
it was. 

4 We have increased the number of chair car porters, 
so that cars are now generally kept quite clean, a 
difficult problem because of the litter from box 
lunches, etc. Big trash boxes in the vestibules have 
helped, too. 

5 “Train service agents” have been added to the staffs 
of long-distance coach trains. These men supervise 
all service features on the train, direct the chair car 
porters, see to it that the trains are kept tidy, try to 
overcome difficulties and meet emergencies. 

We don’t claim that all our people are perfect. They’re 
human beings, and are under the strain of crowded war 
conditions. By and large we think they’re doing a swell 
job and we’re proud of them.
